Moon Shot 
Burns Out 
Over Africa 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Army's lunar probe, its instru- 
ments working to the last, 
crashed into the earth’s atmos- 
phere and burned up over Africa 
Sunday after a flight that carried 
it a third of the way to the moon. 


Army scientists immediately 
hailed the scientific results of the 
robot’s 66,654-mile flight into 
space while conceding some ‘‘en- 
gineering disappointment’’ that it 
did not attain the velocity needed 
to reach the moon and pass into 
an orbit around the sun. 


Dr. William H. Pickering, di- 
rector of the Army’s Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory, Pasadena, Calif., 
said the probe yielded data which 
for the first time produced infor- 
mation on the intensity of some 
of the deadly radiation belt sur- 
rounding the earth.

The farm problem today is one 
of too much—not too little. 


The small family farm is going. 
It is being absorbed into larger 
units. This process is slowest in 
the Southeast. But cven there the 
number declines annually at a 
faster pace. There is something 
inherently sad about it. It makes 
ho one happy. When the family 
farm finally disappears into the 
maw of bigness in demand, pro- 
duction and costs, something 
uniquely and irreplaceably Amer- 
ican will have passed. But that 
time is coming. 


New Discoveries 


Science is not coming to the 
farm. It is already there. New 
discoveries in weed controls, fer- 
tilizers, in the chemistry and cell 
structure of soils, and in the 
genes of plants and the mystery 
of growth are emerging from re- 
search laboratories each year. The 
farmers of today are those who 
know of these things and apply 
that which is proved of dollar 
value. 


New uses for crops emerge also 
from laboratories. 


Take, for example, high amy- 
lose corn. In the years ahead it 
may well consume an estimated 
40 to 100 million bushels of corn 
annually. ‘The effect of this on 
surpluses, and on demand, is at 
once obvious.

BERLIN W — West Berlin 
voters early Monday had solidly 
rejected the Soviet Union’s bid to 
make West Berlin a neutral city 
by swamping the Communists in 
the election of a new City Parlia- 
ment. 


Defying Communist threats to 
the isolated city, West Berliners 
turned out in record numbers to 
bar the Reds completely from the 
133-seat Parliament. 


The balloting doomed Commu- 
nist hopes for popular endorse- 
ment of Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev’s proposal to oust Al- 
lied troops from West Berlin and 


State Sen. Carl Sanders of Au- 
gusta also appeared on the pro- 
gram. 


Twitty and Sanders, both floor 
leaders of their respective houses, 
agreed that there would be no new 
appropriations bills passed in the 


upcoming Legislature, but that 
there may be amendments to the 
present bill. They explained that a | 
new bill would, by constitutional | 
regulation, give the Highway De- | 
partment all of the motor vehicle | 
revenue, some of which now is 
split among other state depart- 
ments.

Never since the War Between 
the States has the sincerity of 
Christian righteousness in the 
“so-called Bible belt’’ been more 
seriously challenged, Dr. Harry 
Fifield, pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, said Sunday. 


“The Christian conscience 
abolished slavery and is now 
struggling to establish the human 
rights of all free men against 
racial intolerance, discrimina- 
tion and arrogance,” Dr. Fifield 
said. “That sort of redemptive 
crusade meets opposition for 
several reasons . . . Some prefer 
evil to good, others don’t want 
materialistic interest disturbed 
even for moral values, and oth- 
ers don’t want their spiritual 
inertia disturbed.” 


“Today that inertia expresses 
itself through a contentment with 
empty form, cold dogma, and out- 
moded interpretations,” Dr. Fi- 
field continued. ‘“‘There is also 
a deadening attitude that says 
the church and clergy have no 
business getting involved in con- 
troversial issues.” 


“In the South we witness the 
cry ‘persecution!* from many who 
rebel against any change. They 
even bolster their arguments with 
such religious phrases as ‘our 
sacred way of life’ and the ‘will 
of God’. Then they foster hatred, 
prejudice, racial arrogance, and 
now even the destruction of public 
education rather than surrender 
their own opinions.” 


“If Christian ideals oppose ruth- 
lessness or greed, if Christian 
stewardship asks for the tithe, if

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Fulton Jury Issues 
Call to Leadership 


The Fulton County Grand Jury, act- 
ing in the best tradition of the great and 
integral part of our system of govern- 
ment by law, has issued a special pre- 
sentment calling on all of us and each 
of us to provide leadership in the present 
problem of saving public education. 


Members of the jury made these 
points: 

1. Let elected officials, in view of re- 
cent judicial decisions, examine their po- 
sitions and if found untenable seek to 
guide our citizens to find workable so- 
lutions. 


2. They requested that the Chamber 
of Commerce of Atlanta, representing 
business, take a position of leadership and 
explain to the people the economic dis- 
aster which would result to the city and 
state if public education is lost. To fill 
the vacuum of leadership, its member- 
ship owes the city a duty to provide a 
committee which will servé as a bridge 
of communication between the races. This 
committee should be pdermanent. 


3. The jury called attention of both 
races to the fact that imposition of de- 


cisions from outside will not work. The» 


solution must be local. Therefore, 
called upon elected officials to | 
committees to work out local solutiol 
The white people, the jury feels, consi 
outside pressure to be great. The Negro 
believes he has no choice. This makes 
the need for committees at work more 
imperative. 

4. The people, and elected officials 
especially, have a duty to refrain from 
inflammatory statements, name-calling 
and profitless accusations. 

No thoughtful citizen can dissent 
from any of these points. The jury has 
acted with considerable candor and in- 
tellectual honesty. 

Leaders of the Chamber of Com- 
merce must know that forthright action 
is called for in a time of crisis and that 
inaction poses the greater danger to the 
city’s economic and civic progress. Name- 
calling, defiance and inflammatory state- 
ments by persons in positions of authority 
and leadership solve nothing. 

The rural counties, which receive 80 
per cent or more of their school funds 
from the state, must also begin to think 
of the economic consequences of closed 
schools. 

The jury has done a very real public 
service. We all must face up to realities.

Road Building Reforms 


Deserve Special Priority 


While the financial picture for the 
state in the next four years still is a bit 
fuzzy, it appears obvious there will be 
considerable difficulty in meeting mini- 
mum requirements for existing programs 
unless fiscal controls are tightened and 
every possible economy put to use. 


From all indications this especially 
will be true of the State Highway De- 
partment, which will be spending more 
money progressively as the federal-aid 
program gets under way. If Georgia is to 
find matching funds for this federal aid, 
the department will have to end some 
of the political road building of the im- 
mediate past. 


There can be little doubt that some- 
thing has been awry in our system of 
road construction and maintenance. The 
condition of many of our main paved 
routes is indication enough of that. Neg- 
lect of maintenance has resulted in many 
roads having to be rebuilt in their en- 
tirety. In other instances the construc- 
tion was slipshod in the beginning and 
deteriorated in a matter of months. 


Constitution reporter Bruce Galphin 
has made a rather thorough investigation 
of how neighboring states are building 
roads. The system being used in North 
and South Carolina is far superior to ours 
as far as making maximum use of avail- 
able funds is concerned. These states 
have made a conscious effort to take poli- 
tics out of their road program and to 
substitute definite formulae. 


Success of their efforts can be seen 
on these states’ highways today. It prob- 
ably is impossible to remove politics en- 
tirely from road building. But it is possi- 
ble to minimize it and it is possible to 
insure taxpayers their money’s worth for 
their road dollars. In Georgid little effort 
has been made to do either.

One shade tree 
and one flowering tree will be planted 
for every 45 feet of street frontage. 


This is a policy other development 
corporations could take under advise- 
ment, for there’s no substitute for peace- 
ful, serene surroundings while at work. A 
living tree is a joy to behold and a con- 
stant reminder to man of his Creator. 


Maybe that’s why few homes are 
without one, come Christmas time.

All Georgians Revere 


Joel Chandler Harris 


Georgians who cherish the past and 
who would commemorate those who 
have given us a rich heritage in litera- 
ture concentrate their attention this week 
on a gabled frame house, the Wren’s 
Nest, 1050 Gordon St., in Atlanta. 


That’s where Uncle Remus was born. 

The number wasn’t 1050 then, it was 
312 and 312 Gordon St. wasn’t even in 
Atlanta. West End was country and the 
house was on Snap Bean Farm. It was 
the home of Joel Chandler Harris, the 
man who created Uncle Remus. Joel 
Chandler Harris was born Dec. 9, 1848 
at Eatonton in Putnam County. He came 
to Atlanta with the family when he was 
27 and went to work for The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. 


One day Clark Howell Sr., the pub- 
lisher, and Henry Grady, the editor, asked 
Joel C. Harris to fill in for a columnist 
who was temporarily incapacitated. That 
columnist had written politics in Negro 
dialect. 


Young Harris obliged, in dialect, not 
politics. 

So that’s how came into being a fic- 
tional character who has become ;eal in 
many a mind. . 

The character and the man who cre- 
ated him became world famous and the 
names and works immortal. 


The Uncle Remus Memorial Assn. was 
formed in 1913. The name has been 
ehanged to the Joel Chandler Harris Me- 
morial Agssn., as it should have been. 


The association owns the Wren’s Nest 
and maintains it as a memorial museum. 
More than 12,000 visitors see it yearly. 


Wednesday the memorial association 
will observe Joel Chandler Harris’ 110th 
birthday at a luncheon with the author’s 
children and grandchildren among the 
honored guests. 


Georgians revere Joel Chandler Har- 
ris and note his birthday in respectful 
memory. They should be grateful to the 
Joel Chandler Harris Assn. for what it 
has done and is doing to preserve the 
Wren’s Nest as a memorial.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—The elec- 
tion of three moderates and three 
segregationists to the Little Rock 
School Board has created a po- 
tential deadlock and promised 
little hope for an early solution 
to the city’s education problems. 


Even if the board members 
chosen Saturday in relatively light 
balloting could reach agreement 
on a plan to open the four high 
schools, they would be powerless 
to act without the approval of 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus. 


FAUBUS ADAMANT 


Faubus has maintained an 
adamant stand against such a 
step since he invoked a new 
closure law in September after 


. the United States Supreme Court 


ordered six Negroes readmitted to 


Central High School. 


The victories of the three mod- 
erates did raise hopes among the 
governor’s critics that public re- 
action had set in against his 
position. 

Faubus had given tacit sup- 
port to a six-man ticket endorsed 
by the Capital Citizens Council, 
an organization of white su- 
premacists. In an_ election-eve 
statement, he attacked the five 
moderates in the race as the “‘in- 
tegration slate.” 


One of the pro-Faubus candi- 
dates had no opposition and the 
other two won by only small mar- 
gins. 

PROTEST VOTE? 

Some observers contended that 
the results represented a protest 
against the governor and his poli- 
cies. Others said it simply demon- 
strated the unwillingness of some 
of the voters to entrust the school 
system to the candidates sup- 
ported by the council. 


The first problem to be faced 
by the new members is that posed 
by a recent ruling of the Eighth 
Circuit Court ef Appeals in the 
Little Rock case.

He warned merchants and others 
who handle money to watch out 
for phony currency as the Christ- 
mas shopping rush heightens. 


Baughman said counterfeiting 
reaches a seasonal peak at Christ- 
mas, when stores are crowded, 
shoppers and clerks hurried and 
many retail counters manned by 
inexperienced temporary workers. 


SECRET SERVICE 


He said that, between July 1 
and Oct. 31 the Secret Service 
seized $947,000 in counterfeit cur- 
rency, in and out of circulation.

One of these new rules would 
permit the ending of filibusters by 
a majority of the Senate’s total 
membership. The present rule, 
favored by Southern Democrats, 
requires two-thirds of the Sen- 
ate’s total membership to close 
debate. 


The text also urged that House 
rules be revised to limit the power 
of the rules committee so that a 
majority of the members could 
call up for consideration bills 
pigeonholed by the rules group. 


In the field of civil rights, and 
especially the question of South- 
ern schools to prevent integration 
of white and Negro students, one 
proposal called for effective fed- 
eral action to reopen these schools.

a business background and a 
businessman’s distaste for inef- 
ficient operations, pushed the new 
North Carolina program. 


Among other things, he per- 
suaded legislators to abolish the 
old 14man Highway Board on 
which each commissioner was 
pretty much a king in his own 
district. This was replaced with 
a board of seven appointed from 
the state at large. 


W. F. Babcock, an engineering 
graduate of MIT and an N.C. 
State faculty member who had 
specialized in traffic problems, 
was named by the new commis- 
sion to serve as full-time direc- 
tor of highways. 


The commission is still a policy- 
making body. And each member 
has a certain number of counties 
in which he is assigned to ex- 
plain the highway program and 
to hear persons with road prob- 
lems. 


POLITICS OUT 

But the weight of political in- 
fluence in obtaining roads has 
all but been eliminated by a 
priority system for rural roads. 


It was estimated that it would 
take $600 million to pave all rural 
roads in the state, and all the 
highway budget to maintain them. 
Therefore a line had to be drawn: 
only roads with 50 or more ve- 
hicles per day traffic were con-

Each of these 50-vehicles-per- 
day roads was then rated ac- 
cording to the following charac- 
teristics: 

1. Average 2% - hour traffic 


2. Adjacent land use — number 
of homes, stores, factories, 
schools, etc., along the way.

ie priority ratings and the 


listings well publicized in each 
county. The rating is rechecked 
from time to time at requests of 
those living on the roads. 


Once the system is thus desig- 
nated, how are funds distributed? 


First, the cost of paving all 
50-vehicles-per-day roads in the 
state was estimated to be $124 
million. Since $8 million, or 
about 6.45 per cent of the total 
need, was available each year, 
then each county was allotted 
6.45 per cent of its need each 
year. 


EXAMPLE CITED 


For example, if the total need 
of county “A” is $1 million and of 
county “B” $100,000, then “A” 
would be credited $64,500 a year 
and “B” $6,450 a year. 


Even roads with less than 50 
vehicles per day are maintained 
with all-weather surfacing, ade- 
quate drainage, 8-ton-load bridges 
and minimum roadway widths. 
Another $8 million a year is cred- 
ited to the counties for this pur- 
pose. 


Two other divisions of North 
Carolina’s secondary road sys- 
tem are subdivision streets and 
municipal. connecting links. The 
state will not build subdivision 
roads but will maintain them out- 
side city limits provided they 
meet minimum standards. It will 
build municipal connecting roads 
where need is established.

Victim of Ulcer 
Likely Superior 


In May 1947 Dr. Charles Mayo 
of the Mayo Clinic said at a 
meeting in Pittsburgh, “If you 
want to hire a mon who is going 
to produce, the easiest way™ to 
make sure of that is to get one 
who has a duodenal ulcer.” As 
a corollary to that statement I 
would add the remark of a rela- 
tive of mine, who said, “‘Obvi- 
ously, the best man to hire for 
an important job is qne who has 
had an ulcer®at 21 and takes 
good care of it for the rest of 
his life.’ 


That paragraph I have just 
written is not just to cheer up 
the patient who has a look of 
pain on his face and is in the 
act of swallowing some milk to 
relieve it. It is simply to make 
him feel that because he has an 
ulcer, he need not think that his 
job is at stake or that he must 
renounce all ambitious plans be- 
cause he has to take care of his 
ulcer. 


As has been said already in 
this column, the ulcer patient 
must first find out definitely that 
he has an ulcer and no trouble 
must be spared to make abso- 
lutely sure of the diagnosis. Then 
if there is no doubt that the ulcer 
is there, he must let nothing 
stand in the way of a complete 
healing, and when treatment is 
adequately done K is usually 
successful. 


Now when we say a successful 
healing, we mean that the ulcer 
is healed, yes, but there is no 
guarantee that the healing will be 
permanent unless its owner takes 
on the protective role that is nec- 
essary to prevent this character- 
istically recurrent disease from 
recurring. 


To belong to the rather supe- 
rior group of human beings which 
Dr. Mayo described as ‘“‘the pro- 
ducers” is a comfort, perhaps 
even a compensation for the an- 
noyances and restrictions en- 
dured by the ulcer patient. Many 
of us have noticed that these peo- 
ple with ulcer often are superior 
in ambition and conscienti 

This is not to say that the care- 
free individual is excluded from 
this roster; nor is it true that all 
conscientiqus ambitious people 
are in it. 

It is the observance of certain 
rules of health protection that 
makes the onetime ulcer victim 
more valuable to his employer 
and to society in general and 
that gives truth tp those state- 
ments at the beginning of this 
article. So cheerio, my ulcer 
friends, don’t worry about being 
in that upper echelon!

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Wild Kidnaping Told 
By Annalist tor Frat

Fred Judd, historian, has two or three whole chap- 
ters of history he can write about a midnight kidnap- 
ing, the transportation of four unwilling “women” over 
a state line, and that the FBI showed not the slightest 


interest. 


Fred is the historian of the’ 


Sigma Phi Epsilon chapter at 
Georgia Tech, and, along with 
Joe Wallace, was the victim of 
the kidnaping and also unwilling- 
ly played the role of a woman as 
he was carried across the Ten- 
nessee-Georgia border. 

The whole thing was a coup by 
pledges at Georgia Tech and Uni- 
versity of Tennessee chapters of 
Sigma Phi Epsilon. The Tech 
pledges, Rodney Murray, Dave 
Lamphere, Bob Lantz and Dave 
Gunter, kidnaped the two upper 
classmen early Sunday morning 
after a Saturday night dance at 
the fraternity house. 


They made the frat members 
dress in girls’ clothes and started 
to Ocoee, Tenn., just across the 
state line, where they had planned 
a rendezvous with their Tennes- 
see counterparts. Trouble brewed 
—not from the kidnaping, but 
from balky transportation. They 
had tire trouble, then their car 
burned out a connecting rod be 
fore they got to Ocoee. 


Two of the pledges caught a 
bus and rode to Ocoee, leaving 
the “girls” and the other two 
pledges with the stranded car. 


The bus arrived at Ocoee at 6 
a.m. Sunday, just as the Tennes- 
see “kidnapers” were getting 
ready to leave to return to their 
campus. 


The Tennessee pledges returned 
with the Tech pledges to their 
stranded car, and swapped prison- 
ers. Then the Tech men started 
back to Atlanta. 


They started back via the only 
means of transportation left to 
them — hitch-hiking with two 
“women” and their pledge pad- 
dies. The two prisoners had their 
left wrists handcuffed together, 
which made it rather awkward 
as one had always to walk back- 
ward, 


The strange crew made ft as 
far as Marietta with little trou- 
ble. There one of the handcuffs 
was found to be too tight and was 
cutting off circulation in one of 
the “women’s” hands. The key 
the pledges had wouldn’t work, 
so they stopped a startled cop 
and got him to loosen the hand- 
cuff. 

The delegation arrived in At- 
lanta about 1 p.m. and reported

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Dr. Walter Johnson, chairman 
of the department of history at 
the University of Chicago and 
author of several history books, 
told an audience at Atlanta Uni- 


versity that one of the most deli- 
cate questions in American poli- 
tics is: can a rational foreign 
policy be pursued while at the 
same time the public is kept in- 
formed? 


The answer he gave was “yes.” 
In supporting his stand, Dr. 
Johnson discussed the roles 
played in creating public support 
by Presidents Franklin Roosevelt, 
Truman and Eisenhower. 

Roosevelt, he said, succeeded 
in overcoming isolationist senti- 
ment in the nation in the ‘30s 
by moving cautiously and slowly. 

Dr. Johnson said Truman failed 
to win support for his policy in 
Asia, but was extremely success- 
ful in regard to his policy in 
Europe. 

He dismissed Eisenhower as a 
“constitutional monarch” who 
took little interest in his foreign 
policy.
